The recent celebration in Sacra-
mento, California, of the days of
the gold rush of 1849, have recalled
one of the most notable achieve-
ments of American spirit. i
How many men aer there today,
who, if the conditions the '49ers had
to meet, were repeated, would have
the nerve to cross an unknown con-
tinent in an old prairie schooner,
and face perils from savages, the
desert, thirst and starvation?

The present  generation  has
grown so accustomed to fat and
easy living, that that pioneer spir-
it seems galmost to have died out.
Our people as they journeyed across
the plains enjoying all the comforts
of modern travel, have no concep-
tion of the courage and endurance
it took to make a journey like that.
To set out across a pathless wild-
erness, without knowing how they
were to live, or how their rough
old wagons were to be drawn
through sand over great mountain
chains, how they were to get wa-
ter and food, would seem today to
-our comfortable city and town
dwellers a preposterous and fool-
hardy undertaking. Some young
and adventurous people might do
it today. But not many.

The early gold seekers must have
realized that many of those who
preceded them had left their bones
to dry on their trackless wastes.
